Statistics  and  SocialCondi tions  of  the  Urban  Area; 


The  Urban  District  of  Nantyglo  and  Blaina  is  situated  in  the 
North  Western  corner  of  the  County  of  Monmouth,  and  lies  at  the  head 
of  the  Western  Valley.  The  Northern  boundary  of  the  district  forms 
the  boundary  with  the  Brynmawr  Urban  District  and  is  also  the  County 
Boundary  with  Brecknockshire.  It  is  bounded  on  the  East  by  Blaenavon 
the  South  by  Abertillery  and  the  West  by  Ebbw  Vale. 

Nantyglo  came  into  existence  in  the  period  1782-1880  for  the 
purpose  of  mining  the  deposits  of  coal  and  iron  ore;  Blaina  coming 
into  existence  at  a later  date  1830-1900  for  the  extraction  of  coal. 

As  mining  in  the  area  is  now  confined  to  one  colliery,  the  workers 
are  employed  mainly  in  the  coal  mines,  factories  and  steelworks  of 
the  adjoining  industrial  districts.  Considerable  factory  develop- 
ment has  taken  place  in  recent  years  in  the  Nantyglo  Area,  and  a large 
modern  factory  known  as  the  Sextex  Co.,  has  been  constructed,  which 
produces  synthetic  flooring,  three  other  factories  produce  felt,  brass 
fittings  and  ladies  unde  wear,  and  there  is  also  a modern  boot  and 
shoe  making  factory. 

These  factories  are  of  great  importance  to  the  industry  of  the 
town. 

The  housing  problem  remains  a most  urgent  one,  especially  in 
the  Nantyglo  ^rea,  where  many  of  the  houses  built  during  the 
Industrial  Revolution  are  still  in  existence,  one  row  of  houses  built 
for  the  workers  of  the  old  Nantyglo  i'orge  in  1795  is  still  occupied. 

As  a result  a large  percentage  of  the  houses  are  unfit  and  should 
be  demolished,  many  more  are  sub-standard  and  occupied  by  more  than 
one  family.  The  elevation  and  climatic  conditions  of  the  area  are 
conducive  of  damp  conditions  in  most  of  these  old  properties,  which  are 
mainly  of  random  rubble  construction  and  without  damp-proof  courses. 

Many  of  these  houses  are  let  at  such  low  rentals  that  the  carry- 
ing out  of  repairs  becomes  almost  an  impossibility  to  most  of  the 
landlords. 

A large  number  of  people  have  been  assisted  by  the  Council  to 
purchase  their  own  houses,  and  in  these  cases  extensive  repairs  and 
improvements  are  being  carried  out.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

7/ater  Supply 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  supplied  in  bulk  by  the  Ebbw 
Vale  District  Council.  The  service  reservior  being  situated  at  Llangyn- 
ilr  Mountain  Beaufort.  The  wqter  is  chlorinated  and  filtered  by  slow 
sand  filtors  before  coming  into  the  district. 


The  new  water  system  has  greatly  improved  supplies  to  houses,  but 
there  are  still  many  with  inadequate  supplies,  due  mainly  to  gross 
corrosion  of  the  service  pipes. 

The  water  is  of  a soft  character  and  chemical  analysis  has  shown 
that  a slight  solvent  action  is  produced  when  in  contact  with  lead 
pipes.  The  use  of  lead  in  service  & distributing  pipes  is  therefore 
prohibited,  although  permissible  in  hot  water  systems,  etc..

The  bait  wad  deppsited  on  the  benching  of  the  manholes  or  upon 
metal  baiting  trays  fitted  to  the  manhole  walls.  Each  manhole  being 
pre-haited  upon  alternate  days,  and  on  the  third  day  a proportionate 
amount  of  poison  wad  added  to  the  base  bait  and  laid  at  all  points  which 
had  resulted  in  a take  of  pre-bait. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
-agriculture,  fisheries  and  Food,  (infestation  Control  Department),  the 
base  bait  and  poison  used  are  alternated  for  sewer  treatments  and  the 
results  prove  the  efficiency  of  this  change  in  bait  and  poison.

Byelaws  for  securin,  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly 
conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the  handling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  are  in  operation  in  the  urban  area, 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  legal  action  as  food  traders  are 
generally  co-operative  in  the  question  of  food  hygiens. 

Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regul ations  1947  - 1932 . 

There  are  2-8  registered  retailers  and  two  manufacturers  of 
Ice  Cream  within  the  urban  area.  The  retailers  obtain  supplies 
which  are  prepacked,  mainly  from  the  large  Ice  Cream  companies. 

Of  the  manufacturers,  one  uses  the  heat  treatment  method, 
and  one,  the  complete  cold  mix  method,  their  apparatus  conforming 
to  the  requirements  ol  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations. 
Premises  in  the  district  conform  to  legal  requirements,  and  are 
registered  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of'  the  Rood  and  Drugs 
Act. 

Mi Ik  Supply . 

There  are  9 persons  licensed  as  Dealers  in  Pastuerised  Milk 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations  1949. 

All  milk  sold  in  the  area  is  ’’pasteurised”  and  supplied 
mainly  by  large  Dairy  Companies  having  Pasteurisation  Plant  in  the 
neighbouring  towns.  There  is  one  such  Dairy  within  the  urban 
area. 


The  moving  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  from  County  Hall, 
Newport  has  presented  a little  difficulty  when  samples  are 
submitted  for  examination,  all  such  samples  having  now  to  be 
taken  to  Newport,  when  previously  they  could  be  sent  by  rail. 

All  samples  taken  during  the  year  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Food  Hygiens  Regulation  1933 . 

These  regulations  made  by  the  Minister  under  Section  13  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 » made  an  advance  in  the  provisions 
applicable  to  the  production,  handling  storage  and  sale  of  food. 

Sevei al  provisions  are  new  and  their  interpretation  might  have 
been  made  clear. 

Some  work  has  been  done  to  make  the  Regulations  effective, 
but  with  Slum  Clearance , taking  up  so  much  time,  it  has  been  imposs- 
ible to  devote  to  this  work  the  attention  that  is  required. 

In spection  of  Foodstuffs . 

The  following  foods  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consump- 
tion during  vistist  to  food  premises.

All  unsound  foods  are  conveyed  to  the  refuse  tip  and  disposed 
of  by  burying  in  order  to  prevent  animals  or  unauthorised  persons 
gaining  access  to  them. 


There  are  no  privately  or  publicly  owned  slaughterhouses  within 
the  urban  area,  the  bulk  of  the  meat  entering  the  butchers  shops 
in  the  district  coming  from  the  slaughterhouse  situated  in  the 
neighbouring  district  of  Brynmawr.  A quantity  also  comes  from 
Newport,  Maesycwmmer , and  Abergavenny. 

An  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  is  employed  by  the 
Brynmawr  Council  on  full  time  meat  inspection,  the  cost  of  this 
service  being  bourne  by  the  six  neighbouring  local  authorities 
forming  a Joint  Committee,  these  being
